" 'Those who have a cold and are hoarse and cough and sneeze every 


few minutes and then apologize for it, please seek a comfortable chair in 
•a doctor's office.' 


"I think I could write quite a lot about the voice for the sick-room. 


Of course, people go to see the sick with the best of intentions. But the; 
need something beside intentions to make their visit enjoyable."
